Lincoln's Heritage. 
During this year of the George W ashington bicen­ 
tennial observance the 123rd birthday of Abraham 
Lincoln, who. preserved the union that the father of 
his country m ade possible, comes quietly with no 
m ore than the custom ery advance notices. Yet, hi 
the present circumstanced of the nation to which 
both men dedicated th eir lives, it is only fittin J 
lh at A braham Lincoln's heritage be weighed with 
special care by grateful m illions who are especially 
fortunate in having It at hand. 
It will be centuries, perhaps, before the m yriad un 
controlled factors th at determ ine hum an character 
will conspire to produce another A braham Lincoln— 
the right man In the right place at the right tim e. 
It Is not m ere form ality th at causes a great man to 
be rem em bered by generations living after hie tim e. 
It is, rather, a fortunate hum an ability to recognise 
real greatness and to hold It up as an exam ple for 
those of lesser statu re to copy. 
Abraham Lincoln's heritage to A m ericans is one 
of unusual m oral fiber. He moved slowly along 
rugged paths of extrem e hardship, stum bling often, 
but never betraying the tru st of hts stew ardship. 
A braham Lincoln, physically and m entally, was a! 
m ost grotesque in 'ro u g h sim plicity. Yet. In th at 
sam e sim plicity lay his stren g th as a great popular 
leader. He compelled love or hate directly; he wan 
a man whom the people could understand without 
resorting to Im agination, as they have to do so 
frequently with sm all m en unwisely elevated to high 
places. 
“W e—the people” was the phrase that is the sym­ 
bol of his conception of public service. W ith m ore 
men like him to constitute an official aristocracy In 
each 
generation 
representative 
dem ocracy 
would 
flourish in such vigorous directness as to dispel all 
doubt of its unique advantages as a form of govern- 


Police Reform 
When the Internationa] 
Association of Police 
Chiefs replies to a questionnaire th at divorcing the 
ch iefs position from politics is the m ost vital stop 
toward stam ping out crim e that noesis to be taken, 
a thousand m unicipalities can but how their heads 
in sham e. Honesty dictates but one answ er to the al­ 
most universal charge of police corruption: the pub­ 
lic’* own m isuse of the police system la the basis of 
the corruption. T here never can be honest police 
until the people are willing to live under supervision 
that perm its no favors and political “pull.** 


Lincoln S tev en s shows why It can't happen in his 
excellent autobiography. For the b etter part of a 
life time, Steffens was 
a “m uck rak er,” exposing 
graft and corruption iii m unicipal and sta te govern­ 
ments. He believed when he etarted th at dlshon 
esty in governm ent was an Imposition upon the peo­ 
ple. Experience convinced him th at the people were 
burden on them selves. Reform governm ent* didn't 
work; th e crim inals were still there, but without con­ 
trol. The people them selves opened the way for l r 
regular practices by using political influence to get 
w hat they wanted. H onest policemen sim ply made 
them selves unpopular. 


Things are better now. perhaps, than they w ere 
when Lincoln 8leftens exposed New York, Chicago, 
St. Louts. San Francisco, M inneapolis and Cleve­ 
land. Rut polios chiefs still realise th a t th ere never 
will be any cnnidderable im provem ent until they are 
freed from political control—or, to put It m ore brut­ 
ally, until police are perm itted to do w hat is good 
for the city w ithout being sidetracked constantly by 
the dem ands of powerful Individuals.

The major items covered by the 
1931 questionnaires are only four in 
number, as follows: Wage earners 
employed, by months; wages paid; 
cost of materials, fuel, and purchas­ 
ed electric 
energy; product* by 
quantity and value. 
For the first three of these Items 
the inquiries are uniform for ell 
industries, whereas tho fourth var­ 
ies greetly for different industries, 
according to the character and the 
variety of products made. The ques­ 
tionnaires for a few of the indus­ 
tries carry, In addition, special In­ 
quiries in regard to materials con­ 
sumed and machinery or equipment 
In use. 
The 1931 questionnaires call only 
for the number of wage earner! on 
the payroll for the week which In­ 
cluded the fifteenth day of each 
month. At prior censuses the ques 
tlonnairee have also called for the 
numbers of salaried officer* and 
employees, but no data on such em 
ployees will be compiled at the pres­ 
ent census. The term “wage earn- 
era” la used to designate mechanics 
of all classes and all other manual 
workers engaged in activities which 
are part of the manufacturing pro­ 
cesses or accesHory 
thereto; the 
figures also include data for watch 
men, firemen, engineers, and Bim 
liar wage earners essential to the 
operation of the plant.
